A 
mob of Moslems seized on the occasion 
TO make a hostile demonstration against 
the consulate and Cliristians generally. 


THE TURKISH VERSION. 


The local authorities assert that Mr. 


Davis struck tho police with n cane and 
that after the re-arrest of Attarian the 
consular cavasscs. (military couriers) at- 
tempted to rescue him, and that in the 
fracas which ensued the cavasscs broke 
the windows of the prison. 


The Turkish authorities further claim 


that Attarian, who is a native of Disr- 
hekir. Asiatic Turkey, has been traveling 
about the country with an illegal pass- 
port. They also point out that the

America returning to Turkey has always 
been, a source of trouble since the portc 
invariably refuses to recognize natural- 
izntion.

or nets in a spirit of arbitrary nnd

Public Land and Postal Frauds. 


I now recommend, as a matter of

The establishment of a uaval base in 


the Phllppines ought not to be longer 
postponed. 
Such a base ia desirable in 


time of peace; in time of war it would 
be Indispensable and its lack would be 
ruinous. Without it our licet would be 
helpless. Our naval experts are agreed 
.hat Sublg bay is tlie proper place for 
:be purpose. The national interests re- 
quire that the work of fortification and 
development of a naval station at Sn- 
big bay be begun at nu early date, for 
.inder the best conditions it is a wo.rk 
which will consume much time. 


It is eminently desirable, however. 


that there should be provided a naval 
.;eneral staff on lines similar to those 
of the general staff lately created for 
the army. 
Within the navy depart- 


ment itself the needs of the service 
have brought about a system under 
which the duties of a general stiiff ar« 
partially performed, for the bureau ot 
navigation has under its direction the 
war coiliige, the otlice of naval intelli- 
gence and the board of inspection au* 
has been In close touch with the gen- 
eral board of the navy. 
But though 


under the excellent officers at their 
head these boards und bureaus do good1 
work they have not the authority of « 
general stuff and liave not sofficient 
scope to Insure a proper readiness fur 
emergencies. 
We need the establia'V 


rnent by law of a body of trained oO- 
cere who shall exercise a systerna Ut 
control of the military affairs of the 
navy mid be authorized advisers ol tbe 
secretary-concerning it. 


Isthmian Canal. 


By the act of June 28, 1902, the co* 


Cress authorized the president to entflT 
into treaty with Colombia for tli* 
building of the canal across tbe isth- 
mus of Panama, It being provided that 
In tbe event of failure to secure sucll 
treaty after the lapse of a reasonable 
time recourse should be had to building 
a canal through Nicaragua. It has uot 
been necessary to consider this alter- 
native, as I am enabled to lay before 
the senate a treaty providing for the 
building of the canal across the isth- 
mus of Panama. This was the route 
which commended itself to tbe delib- 
erate judgment of the congress, acd 
we can now acquire by treaty the right 
to construct the cannl over this route. 
The question now, therefore. Is not by

IS A BARBAROUS STATE 


Declares Germany-is Cooperating With 


Jlnscovites to Subdne Political 


Discontent—Spies of Nicholas 


in Prussia. 


BERLIN. l>ec. 10.—During the debate 


today in the rcichstag on the budget es- 
timates Herr Bebel the socialist leader, 
declared Russia oould easily seize Kiau 
Clmo •whenever it sailed her fancy and 
therefore Germany should exercise her 
moral influence to prevent difficulties' in 
etvst Asia. The speaker predicted that 
there would be a large increase in the 
military estimates. 


Herr Bcbel charged the government 


vdth co-operating with Russia in sup- 
pressing political discontent. The Rus- 
sian police, he said, act in Prussia as 
though at home. They received every 
sort of service from the Prussian au- 
thorities and dozens of Russian secret 
police agents were busy in Berlin and 
other .centers, spying on the doings of 
Russian students or Russian residents. 
This, Herr Bebel declared, was one exhi- 
bition of Caesarism as practiced in Ger- 
many. 


HITS MILITARY GMTTER. 


Others were the reception of Cornel- 


ius Vunderbilt, gifts to foreign nations 
and spectacular parading of array corps. 
All the fus sand glory of military life in 
times of peace was time wasted on friv- 
olties, whioh oould far better be spent in 
actual, drill and study. 


Alluding again to the reception of Mr., 


Yandevbilt at Dantzsie, .Herr Bebel .said.: 


What lias lie done to deserve"-nil'this 


applause? These things give the impres- 
sion of weakness, not of strength, 


BEBEL ATTACKS RUSSIA. 


Ill the course of a. furious attack on 


Russia which caused the supporters of 
the ministry to shakes their heads in 
dismay because such language about a 
neighboring power had rarely been heard 
in the German parliament. Herr Bebel 
said: 


Russia is essentially a barbarous state, 


ngainst whose bestialities all the Euro- 
pean government have made no pro- 
test. 


The speaker then alluded to Kishineff, 


where, he said, the authorities "Stood by 
and 
watched murders." He 
asserted 


that a Russian general had driven thou- 
sands of Chinese into the Amur river 
and said the arrest of a Russian spy at 
Sofia had resulted in finding among his 
papers "documentary proofs that Russia 
was privy to the plan to assassinate 
King Alexander months before the event 
occurred. 


SAYS RICH ARE FAVORED. 


Hen- Bebel further asserted that the 


naval enthusiasts, including those in the 
highest strclcs, were quietly engaged in 
i* propaganda for a new squadron of bat- 
tleships. The speaker also attacked the 
imperial financial system on the ground 
thnt it imposed undue burdens on the 
poor, saying that a, larger income should 
bo derived from the inheritance taxes, 
which could easily be made to yield $75,- 
000,000 additional, but, be added, the 
classes owning property, who mainly 
benefited by the expansion policy pre- 
ferred an increase in indirect taxation. 


MONARCHY THE BEST FIELD. 
Replying to Herr Bebel, Chancellor 


Von Buelow declared the government 
was firmly determined to continue the 
development of social legislation in fav- 
or of the masses. In this, the govern- 
ment reqtured the co-operation of the 
country. He would add ' that nothing 
hindered progress ill thia direction more 
than the habit of the social-democrats of 
connecting social legislation with anti- 
mpnarchiai tendency. History, however, 
proved that monarchies made more rap- 
id progress socially than republics, be- 
cause a monarch occupied a position 01 
independence, about classes and parties. 
lit no republic had so much been done 
for the working-men as in imperial Ger- 
many.

The police thought he had 
gone to America. Today,

was learned that, Vecchio liad committed 
suicide by shooting while driving in an 
open carriage on the famous Monte Pin-

MOULDERS WAGES 


SHOW REDUCTION 


New Scale Adopted for Those 


Employed by E. H. Walker 


at Case T. M. Co. 


DECREASE OF FROM ONE 


TO TWENTY PER CENT 


In Some Cases, In Other Instance 


None—Citizens Alliance Has Noth- 


ing to do With It—The Men 


Hold Conferences. 


It has been quietly rumored for several 


days that trouble is brewing among the 
moulders heretofore employed by E. H. 
Walker, who has a contract with the J. 
I. Case Threshing Machine company to 
furnish all the castings for the corpora- 
tion necessarily manufactured in that de- 
partment. 


According to information ascertained 


this afternoon a new scale of wages has 
been adopted showing a reduction from 
1 to 20 per cent. In some cases no re- 
duction has been made. This new scale 
to ' be put in vogue shows that skilled 
moulders can yet earn from $3.50 to $450 
or even better a day. 


ALLIANCE NOT CONCERNED. 


Rumor had it that tlie Citizens' Alli- 


ance had something to do with the move- 
ment; that the men would be cordially 
invited to affiliate' with that body, but 
definite information dispels the iden as 
no Alliance or unionism has anything to 
do with the move whatsoever. 


DO NOT LIKE NEW SCALE. 


It is understood that the moulders are 


inclined to disfavor the iicw scale, al- 
though their action will not probabty be- 
come known until the men have thor- 
oughly talked, the matter over among 
themselves and reached some decision: 
One of the moulders stated this forenoon 
that his colleagues held a secret session 
yesterday afternoon and again this af- 
ternoon another conference, said one of 
the moulders, is being held. This depnvt- 
mcn of the Case company has heretofore 
employed between 00 and 100 men, who 
will be invited to .go to work Monday 
morning. If they decline to accept the 
new scale it is likely in course of events 
of (hat character that other men will be 
engaged to take their places — and here 
is where the trouble will come in, if there 
is going to be any. 


Another moulder stated this afternoon 


that a meeting would be held Friday ev- 
ening at Trades and Labor hall when 
this matter will be brought lip. It is quite 
impossible to get at all -the facts in the 
case as the men are very reticient and re- 
fuse -to talk for publication. 


HEAD OFFICERS RETICENT. 


A call was made at the head offices 


of the company this morning to obtain 
some information bearing on the cass, 
but the officers said they hnd nothing to 
do with the matter and referred the rep- 
resentative to Mr. Walker, who, they 
said, did their work under the contract 
system. 


It seems that the new wage scale is 


liable to develop into serious consequen- 
ces. What significance the alleged secret 
conferences have 011 the case, is only a 
matter of conjecture, although it has a 
deeper meaning than the ordinary indi- 
vidual would realize. However, this 
storm, that now seems apparent, is lia- 
ble to blow over. 


This department has been closed for a 


while and when it shuts down, of course 
the men are non-employed, which ac- 
counts for the statement "heretofore cm- 
ployed." 


PRESIDENT SAYS" NOTHING' 


At three o'clock this afternoon the 


moulders assembled in the Trades and 
Labor hall and quietly talked matters 
over behind closed doors. It was im- 
possible to get any statement from the 
president of the uniozi, who graciously 
met the reporter in the hallway. 


"I don-t know anything about any 


trouble," said he. Twenty questions put 
to him failed to bring any response that 
would suggest any information bearing 
directly on the difficulties. At least he 
said as he returned to the hall : "Well, I 
guess you fellows will get it soon enough 
anyway." This seems to be an admis- 
sion that matters arc assuming n ser- 
ious aspect; in other words, there is 
"something doing." 


The president admitted they were 


talking the matter over, "but," said he, 
"we meet up here nowadays to play 
cards, etc., and if the boys have any- 
thing to say they voice their thoughts. 
The idea of reporter* not b«ing allowed 
also suggests that there is something 
going on of importance.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Dee. 0.—Rep- 


resentative Cooper has introduced the 
bill wWah is advocated by the jSational 
Association of Shippers, aitd is favored 
by th» interstate commerce commission, 
providing 
for strengthening 
the rail- 


way transportation. This bill has been 
in some form before congress for years. 
In its modified form it provides in effect 
that the commission shall have the pow- 
er to change a rate scheduled .by the 
railway company, which decision of the 
commission shall become the legal rate, 
subject to appeal to the United States 
Circuit court, in which court additional 
evidence may be introduced. 


An appca.1 to the supreme court 
is 


provided for, by petition, and 
if 
tli(> 


higher court decides that the rate is fair 
and just, the court shall dismiss the pr- 
"tion, and the rate shall remain subject 


.> such changes as may be made upon 


subsequent hearing on the subject. 


In speaking on the subject, Mr. Coope 


said: "According to a decision by th 
United States supreme court, the rail 
ways are enabled to charge rates to ob 
tain revenue to meet their expenses, pa- 
indebtedness, and make necessary

POLICE ATTACKED HIM . 


AND ATTENDANT GUARDS 


Kearrestefl. an Armenian, a Natural- 


ized American, uml Took Him 
Back to Prison—United States 


Will Act Promptly.. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, 
Dec. 8.—The 


United States (lag over the consulate at 
Alexandretta, Asiatic Turkey, lias been 
hauled down and Consul Davis has left 
Iiis post for Beirut in consequence of a 
serious diplomatic incident during which 
Mr. Davis was insulted arid assaulted 
by the local jioliee. 


The affair grew out of the arrest of an 


Armenian, Ohaunes Attarian, a natural- 
ized American citizen. 
' 
: 


Attarian liad been in prison at Alepho 


during the last two months und had 
just been liberated through the inter- 
vention of ttic American consular agent 
on condition of his leaving tho country 
forthwith. Mr. Davis was accompany- 
ing Attarian on board a departing 
stea/mer when the police intercepted the 
party, asaulted and insulted Mr. Davis, 
Mid despite the resistance of the consul 
nnd his attendant guards, rearrcsted At- 
tarian and took him back to prison. Mr. 
Davis immediately lowered the flag over 
the consulate and formally broke off re- 
lations with the Turkish authorities by 
quitting Alexandretta, leaving the con- 
sulate in charge of the vice consul. A 
mob of Moslems seized on the occasion 
to make a hostile demonstration against 
the consulate nnd Christiana generally. 


THE TURKISH AVERSION. 


The local authorities assert that Mr. 


.Davis struck the police with a cane and 
that after the re-arrest of ^Vttarian the 
consular cavasses, (military couriers) at- 
tempted to rescue him, and that in the 
fracas which ensued the cavasscs broke 
the windows of the prison. 


The Turkish authorities further claim 


that Attarian, who is a native of Diar- 
bekir. Asiatic Turkey, has been traveling 
about the country with an illegal pass- 
port. They also point out that the 
([iiR.stion 
of Armenians naturalized 
in 


America returning to Turkey has always 
boon a source of trouble since the porte 
invariably refuses to recognize natural- 
ization. 


When Attarian was arrested $250 was 


found in his pocket. This it is believed 
may have contributed to his arrest, the 
Turks suspecting him of being a revolu- 
tionist. 


SULTAN HELD TO ACCOUNT. 


The matter is engaging the energetic 


attention of the U. S. legation here. 
Minister 
Leishnmn lias made urgent 


representations to the porte and is now 
awaiting a fuller report before taking 
further steps. 


The outrage it is anticipated here, will 


biul to strong action on the part of the 
United States to obtain full satisfaction, 
especially 
as full satisfaction in 
the 


Beirut case hc-.s not vet been obtained. 


NO TROUBLE IS FEARED. 


The navy department has so far taken 


no steps toward sending any warships to 
Alexandi-etta though the state depart- 
ment officials informed the navy depart- 


ment of what had happened at that 
place. . The San 
Francisco; .and ,, the 


Brooklyn are at .Beirut, which .is distant 
140 miles from. Alexandretta. The stntc 
department does not anticipate any ser- 
ious difficulty as a result of this/inci-, 
dent,, for it does "not doubt but that 
Turks will make proper, amends.for any 
misconduct of its officials at Alexandret- 
ta. The state department has had end- 
less trouble with naturalized Americans 
who insist on returning to Turkey not- 
withstanding the fact that the Turkish 
government has steadfastly refused to 
recognize the right of a Turkish subject 
to expatriate himself and the most that 
our ministers and consuls have been able 
to do in such cases is to secure the re- 
lease .of the naturalized Armenian or 
Turk upon promise to quit Turkey. 


LEISHMAN TO INVESTIGATE. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 8.—The state 


department has received a brief cable- 
gram from Consul Davis at Alexandret- 
ta, Asiatic Turkey, saying that he had 
had trouble with the local police at Al- 
exandretta and had left for Beirut in 
consequence.

promptly cabled Minister Leishman at 
Constantinople to institute a thorough 
investigation of the whole affair. It is

AN UNWISE MOA7E.

COMES UP ALSO IN HOUSE.

come from him direct, but from the gov- 
ernment at Bogota.

Today 
there lias hardly been a single withdraw- 
al and many who took out their money 
in the excitement yesterday, returned ifc 
today. It is remarkable, but a 
fact, 


nevertheless the truth, that not a single 
business man of prominence, took one 
dollar out and transacted business and 
made deposits as formerly. The run was 
not what it looked, the amount with- 
drawn being far less than the directors 
expected. 


All day long the business at the insti- 


tution has been as on any business day 
and people have not even called to in- 
quire in regard to the slight run. They 
learned that the bank was financially 
solid, that there was plenty of money 
on hand and that as fast o.s the timid 
eaine they were paid and fcho doors were 
kept open after the regular hour in or- 
der to accommodate those wlio wantod 
money. 


But the business lias again taken on 


its normal aspect and those who took 
out money under a misapprehension are 
permitted to replace it and will not lose 
the interest that soon comes due. 


The trouble of yesterday is only an- 


other illustration of what a story, de- 
void of truth, can cln. People ought to 
bo very careful, for it will never do, and 
is certainly nothing short of criminal, to 
cripple a financial institution and with- 
out cause. The solid 
men 
of .Racine 


stood by the bank nud assured tiic depos- 
itors of the fallacy of the reports and 
they fully realized before night that it 
waK a lamentable occurrence. While the 
affair made a great deal of trouble and 
extra work, the bank was not crippled 
financially in tlio least, and had money 
on hand at nil times to pay all deposi 
tors who demanded their money.

Owen Williams, injured'by a fall from 


a tree he was engaged trimming 
on 


Chestnut atret yesterday., died about 6 
o'closk last evening, at his homo 2Sfo. 
1330 Center stret, .surrounded by his 
wife, children and other relatives. His 
untimely end will he sorrowfully learned 
by a large number of wurja friends. 


Mr. 'Williams was a inouMer by trade 


and employed by the J. I. Case Thresh- 
ing Machine company when that insti- 
tution was iu operation, but of late has 
been putting in his time trimming trees, 
being quite expert at that business. 


While up in a tree on -Chestnut street 


yesterday he in sonie manner lost his 
footing and fell to the ground many feet 
below, striking on his 
head. Friends 


picked him up in an uiioonecious condi- 
tion. There was a bad cut on the head 
and Blood oozing from the ear. a very 
bad sign, indicating injury to the brain. 


In a, very. short time several physi- 


cians were at the side of the injured 
man. With all possible haste the police 
ambulance was called and he was taken 
to his home, where Dr. 2^ott and others 
dressed the injury, but had little hopes 
of recovery. Mr. Williams never regain- 
ed consciousness from the time he fell. 


He was an honest and upright man, 


one who was well thought of by his fel- 
low workmen and all who knew him, and 
was a member of the Moulder's union. 
A wife and three children, besides many 
relatives, survive to mourn his demise 
and they will have the sympathy of the 
entire community in their snd bereave- 
ment.

CANAL TREATY SUBMITTED 


Ratification of Convention With 


Panama Advocated. 


Action of Bogota Government Char- 


acterized at Base ingratitude—The 
Revolution on the tsthmua and the 
Attitude Toward It of the United 
States — Relations of Labor and 
Capital—The New Department of 
Labor and Commerce and Its In- 
fluence on Industrial Conditions. 


To tbe Senate and House of Represent- 


atives: 
The country Is to be congra tula ted 


on the amount of substantial achieve- 
ment which has marked the past year 
both as regards our foreign and as re- 
gards our domestic policy. 


Witu a nation, as •with a man, the 


most important things are those of the 
household, and therefore the country 
Is especially to be congratulated ou 
•what lias been accomplished in the di- 
rection of providing for the exercise of 
supervision over the great corporations 
and combinations of corporations en- 
gaged iu interstate commerce. 
The 


congress has created the department | 
of commerce and labor, including the ' 
bureau of corporations, •with for tho 
ttrst time authority to secure proper 
publicity of such proceedings of these 
great corporations as the public has tho 
right to know. It has provided for the 
expediting of suits for the enforcement 
of the federal antitrust law, and by 
another law it lias secured equal treat- 
ment to all producers in the transporta- 
tion of tlielr goods, thus takiug a long 
stride forward in making effective the 
work of the Interstate commerce com- 
mission. 
Department of Commerce and Labor. 


Tlie establishment of the department 


of commerce and labor, with the bu- 
reau of corporations thereunder, marks 
a real advance in the direction of doing 
all that is possible for the solution of 
the questions vitally affecting capital- 
ists and -wageworkers. The act creat- 
ing tho department was approved on 
Feb. 14. 1903. and two days later the 
head of Hie department was Dominated 
and confirmed by the senate. Since 
then the work of organization has been 
pushed as rapidly as the initial appro- 
priations permitted and with due re- 
gard to thoroughness and the broad 
purposes which the department is de- 
signed to serve. After the transfer of 
the various bureaus and branches to 
the department at the beginning of the 
current iiscal year, as provided for in 
the act, the personnel comprised 1,289 
employees in Washington and 8,836 In 
the country at large. The scope of the 
department's duty and authority em- 
braces the commercial and industrial | 
interests of the nation. It is not de- j 
signed to restrict or control the fullest . 
liberty of legitimate business action, ! 
but to secure exact and authentic Infor- , 
mation which will aid the executive in 
! 


enforcing existing laws and which will 
enable the congress to enact additional 
•legislation, if any should be found nee- i 
essary, in order to prevent the few from 
obtaining privileges at the expense of 
diminished opportunities for the many. ; 


Tlic preliminary work of the bureau j 


of corporations in the department has ; 
shown the wisdom of its creation. Pub- j 
licity in corporate affairs will tend to ; 
do away with ignorance and will afford 
facts upon which intelligent action may I 
be taken. Systematic, Intelligent inves- 
tigation is already developing facts the . 
'knowledge of which Is essentia 1 to a ' 
right understanding of the needs and ; 
duties of the business world. The cor- ! 
poratlon which is honestly and fairly 
organized, whose^managers in the con- 
duct of its business recognize their ob- 
ligation to deal squarely with their 
stockholders, their competitors and the 
public, bus nothing to fear from such 
supervision. The purpose of this bu- 
reau l» not to embarrass or assail legiti- j 
(mate business, but to aid in brirglng 
'dboot a better industrial condition, a 
condition under which there shall be 
obedience to law and recognition of 
public obligation by all corporations, 
great or small. 


Functions of New Department. 


•The department of commerce and la- 


bor will.be not only the clearing bouse 
for information regarding the business 
transactions of the nation, but the ex- 
ecutive arm o£ the government to aid 
in strengthening our domestic and for- 
eign .markets, in perfecting our trans- 
portation facilities, in building np our 
merchant marine, iu preventing the en- 
trance of undesirable immigrants, in 
improving commercial and industrial 
conditions aud Iu bringing together on 
common ground those necessary part- 
ners in industrial progress, capital and 
labor. Commerce between the nations 
is steadily growing in volume, and the 
tendency of tho times is toward closer 
trnO.fi relations. Constant watchfulness 
is needed to secure to Americans the 
cnauce to participate to the best advan- 
tage in foreign trade, and we may con- 
fidently expect that the new depart- 
ment will jnstify tlie expectation of its 
creators by the exercise ot this watch- 
fulness as well UK by the businesslike 
administration of such IJIKS relating <o 
our internal affairs. as uro intrusted to 


. 
In erwettog the laws above enumerat- 


ed the coairess proceeded on sane and 


conservative lines. 
Nothing revolt 


tionary was attempted. But a common 
sense and successful effort was made 
in the direction of sfieing that corpora- 
tions a-re so handled as to subserve tlie 
public good. The legislation was mod- 
erate. 
It was characterised through- 


out by the idea that we were not at- 
tacking corporations, but endeavoring 
to provide for doing away with any 
evil in them; that we drew the line 
against misconduct, not against wealth, 
gludly recognizing the great good done 
by the capitalist who alone or in con- 
junction with his fellows does his work 
along proper and legitimate lines. The 
purpose of the legislation, which pur- 
pose will undoubtedly be fulfilled, was 
to favor such a man when he does 
well and to supervise his action only 
to prevent him from doing ill. 
Pub- 


licity can do no harm to the honest 
corporation. The only corporation that 
has cause to dread It is the corporation 
.which shrinks from the light, and 
about the welfare of such corporations 
we need not be oversensitive. 
The 


work of the department of commerce 
and labor has been conditioned upon 
this theory, of securing fuir treatment 
•.like for labor and for capital. 


Capital and Labor. 


The consistent policy of the national 


government, so far as It has the power, 
is to hold in check the unscrupulous 
man, whether employer or employee, 
but to refuse to weaken individual 
initiative or to hamper or cramp the 
industrial development of the country. 
We recognize that this is on era of 
federation and combination, in which 
great capitalistic corporations and la- 
bor unions have become factors of tre- 
mendous importance in alJ industrial 
centers. Hearty recognition is given 
the far 
reaching, 
beneficent 
work 


which has been accomplished through 
both corporations and unions, and the 
line as between different corporations, 
as between different unions, is drawn 
as it is between different individuals— 
that is, it is drawn on conduct—the ef- 
fort being to treat both organized capi- 
tal and organised labor alike, asking 
nothing save that 'the interest of each, 
shall be brought into harmony with the 
interest of the general public, and that 
the conduct of each shall conform to 
the fundamental rules of obedience to 
law, 
of individual freedom und of jus- 


tice and lair dealing toward all. 


Whenever either corporation, labor 


union or individual disregards the law 
or acts in a spirit of arbitrary and 
tyrannous interference with the rights 
of others, whether corporations or indi- 
viduals, then where the federal gov- 
ernment has jurisdiction it will see to 
it tltat the misconduct is stopped, pay- 
ing not the slightest heed to the posi- 
tion or power of the corporation, the 
union or the individual, but only to one 
vital fact—that is, the question wheth- 
er or not tbe conduct of the individual 
or aggregate of individuals is in ac- 
cordance with the law of the land. Ev- 
ery man must be guaranteed his liber- 
ty and his right to do as he likes with 
his property or his labor so long as he 
does not infringe the rights of others. 
No man is above the law, and no man 
is below it, nor do we ask any man's 
permission when we require him to 
obey it. Obedience to the law is de- 
manded ns a right, not asked as a favor. 


We have cause as a nation to be 


thankful for the steps that have been 
so successfully taken to put these prin- 
ciples into etfect. 
The progress has 


been by evolution, not by revolution. 
Nothing radical has been done; the ac- 
tion has been both moderate and reso- 
lute; therefore the work will stand. 
There shall be no backward step. If 
in tbe working of the laws it proves 
desirable that they shall at any point 
be expanded or amplified, tbe amend- 
ment can be made as its desirability'is 
shown. Meanwhile they are being ad- 
ministered with judgment, but with 
insistence upon obedience to them, and 
their need has been emphasized in sig- 
nal fashion by the events of the past 
ye«r. 
Government Receipts and Expenditures 


From all sources, exclusive of the 


postal service, the receipts of the gov- 
ernment for the last fiscal year aggre- 
gated .$560,308,674. The expenditures 
for the same period were $006,099,007, 
the surplus for the fiscal year being 
$54,207,667. The indications are that 
the surplus for tbe present fiscal year 
will be very small, if indeed there be 
any surplus. From July to November 
the receipts from customs were approx- 
imately $0,000,000 less than the receipts 
from the same source for a correspond- 
ing portion of last year. Should this 
decrease continue »t the same ratio 
throughout the fiscal year the surplus 
would be reduced by approximately 
330,000,000. Should the revenue from 
customs suffer much further decrease 
during the fiscal year the surplus would 
vanish. A large surplus is certainly 
undesirable. Two years ago the war 
taxes were taken off with the express 
Intention of equalizing the government- 
al receipts and expenditures, and, 
though the first yenr thereafter still 
showed a surplus, it now seems likely 
that a substantial equality of revenue 
and expenditure will be attained. 


Such being the case, it is of great 


moment both to exercise care and econ- 
omy in appropriations and to scan 
sharply any change in our fiscal reve- 
nue system which may reduce our in- 
couie. The need of strict economy in 
our expenditures is emphasized by the 
fact that we cannot afford to be parsi- 
monious in providing for wlhat Is essen- 
tial to our natiOMl well being. Careful 
•conomy . wherever possible will alone 
prevent our income from falling below 
the point required in order to moct our 
genuine needs.

During tbe last session of tlie coa- 


HIVKS. at the suggestion of a joiut note 
I'l'uiu tilt; republic of Mexico aud tbe ; 
hupi'i'lal government of China, and in 
hurniouy with an act of the congress" 
appropriating $25,000 to pay the ex- 
penses thereof,' a commission waa ap- 
pointed to confer with the principal 
European countries in the hope that 
some plan might be devised whereby a 
fixed rate of exchange could be assured 
between the gold standard countries 
and the silver standard countries. This 
commission baa filed its preliminary re- 
port, which has been made public. I 
deem it important that tbe commission 
be continued and that a sum of money 
be appropriated sufficient to pay the ex- 
penses of its further labors. 


A majority of our people desire that 


steps be taken in the interests of Amer- 
ican shipping, so that we may once 
more resume our former position.in the 
ocean carrying trade. But hitherto the 
differences of opinion as to the proper 
method of reaching this end have been 
so wide that it has proved impossible 
to secure the adoption of any particular 
scheme. Having in view these facts, I 
recommend that the congress direct the 
secretary of the navy, the postmaster 
general and the secretary of commerce 
and labor, associated with such a rep- 
resentation from the senate and house 
of representatives as the congress in its 
wisdom may designate, to serve as a 
commission for the purpose of investi- 
gating and reporting to the congress at 
its next session what legislation is de- 
sirable or necessary for the, develop- 
ment of the American merchant ma- 
rine and American commerce and inci- 
dentally of a national ocean mail serv- 
ice of adequate auxiliary naval cruisers 
and naval reserves. 


While such a measure is desirable in 


any event, it is especially desirable at 
this time in view of the fact that onr 
present 
governmental 
contract 
for 


ocean mail with the American line 
will expire in 1905. 
Our ocean mail 


act was passed in 1891. 
In 1895 our 


twenty knot.transatlantic mail line was 
equal to any foreign line. Since then 
tbe Germans have put on twenty-three 
knot steamers, and the British have 
contracted for twenty-four knot steam- 
ers. 
Our service should equal the 


best. If It does not the commercial 
public will abandon it. If we are to 
stay in the business it ought to be with 
a full understanding of the advantages 
to the country on one band, and on the 
other with exact knowledge of the cost 
and proper methods of carrying it on. 
Moreover, lines of cargo ships are of 
even more importance than fast mail 
lines, save so far as the latter ;can be 
depended upon to furnish swift aux- 
iliary cruisers in time of war. The es- 
tablishment of new lines of cargp ships 
to South America, to Asia and else- 
where would be much in the interest 
of our commercial expansion. 


Immigration. 


We cannot have too much immigra- 


tion of the right kind, and we should 
have none at all of the wrong kind. 
Tbe need, is to devise some system by 
which undesirable immigrants shall be 
kept out entirely, while desirable im- 
migrants 
are 
properly 
distributed 


throughout the country. 
At present 


some districts which need Immigrants 
have none, and in others, where the 
population is already congested, immi- 
grants come in such numbers as to de- 
press the conditions of life for those 
already there. 
During the last two 


years the immigration service at New 
York has been greatly improved, and 
the corruption and inefficiency which 
formerly obtained there have been 
eradicated. This service has Just been 
investigated by a committee of New 
York citizens of high standing, Messrs. 
Arthur v. Briesen, Lee K. Frankel, Eu- 
gene A. Philbin, Thomas W. Hynes 
and Ralph Trautman. 
Their report 


deals with the whole situation 
at 


length and concludes with certain rec- 
ommendations for administrative and 
legislative action. It Is now receiving 
the attention of the secretary of com- 
merce and ,labor. 


'Jhe special iDTestigation of the sub- 


Jlect of naturalization under the direc- 
tion of the attorney general and the 
consequent prosecutions reveal a con- 
dition of affairs colling for the imme- 
diate attention of the congress. 
For- 


geries and perjuries of shameless and 
flagrant character have been perpetrat- 
ed not only fn the dense centers of 
population, but throngnout the country, 
and it is established beyond doubt 
that very many so called citizens of the 
United States have no title whatever 
to that right and are asserting and en- 
joying tbe benefits of tbe same through 
the grossest frauds. It is never to be 
forgotten that citizenship is, to quote 
the words recently used by the su- 
preme court of the United States, an 
"Inestimable heritage," whether it pro- 
ceeds from birth within tbe country or 
is obtained by naturalization, and we 
poison the sources' of our national 
character and strength at the fountain 
if tbe privilege is claimed and exer- 
cised without right and by mentis of 
fraud anil corruption. The body politic 
cannot be sound and healthy if many 
of its constituent members claim their 
standing through the prostitution of 
the high right and calling of citizen- 
ihlp. It should mean something to be- 
come a citizen of the United Stiitea, 
and in the process no loophole what- 
ever should be left open to fraud. 


The methods by which these frauds, 


now nnder full Investigation witli a 
view to Dieting out punishment si ml j 
providing adequate,remedies, .-u-c pc 
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are hlltd In bv the criminal Lonspu i I 
tors, or certificates are obtained on I 


fraudulent statements as to the tiitto 


'•rlviif a.id residency 
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i-,' subject ol' barter' und sale and 
transferred 'from the rightful holder 
to those not entitled to them, or cer- 
tificates are forged by erasure of the 
original names and the insertion of the 
names of other persons not entitled to 
the same. 
' 
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Naturalization Frauds. 


It is not necessary for me to refer 


here at .targe to the causes leading to 
this state of affairs. The desire for 
naturalization is heartily to be com- 
mended where It springs from a sin- 
cere and permanent intention to be- 
come citizens and a real appreciation 
of the privilege, but *it is a source of 
untold evil arid trouble where it is 
traceable to selfish and dishonest mo- 
tives, such as the effort by artificial 
and improper .means in wholesale fasb- 
ion to create voters who are ready- 
made tools of corrupt ^politicians, or the 
desire to evade certain labor laws cre- 
ating discriminations against alien la- 
bor. All good citizens, whether natu- 
ralized or native born, are equally in- 
terested in protecting our citizenship 
against fraud in any form and, on the 
other hand, in affording every facility 
for naturalization to those who in good 
faitb desire to share alike our privi- 
leges and our responsibilities. 


The federal grand jury lately in ses- 


sion In New York city dealt with this 
subject and made a presentment which 
states the situation briefly and forci- 
bly and contains important suggestions 
for the consideration of the congress. 
This presentment is included as an ap- 
pendix to the report of the attorney 
general. 


In nay last annual message in connec- 


tion wrth the subject of the due regula- 
tion of combinations of capital which 
are or may become injurious to the 
public I recommended a special appro- 
priation for tbe better enforcement of 
the antitrust law as it now stands, to 
be expended under the direction of the 
attorney general. Accordingly (by the 
legislative, executive and judicial ap- 
propriation act of Feb. 25,1903, 32 Stat, 
854, 904) the congress appropriated for 
tlie purpose of enforcing the various 
federal trust and interstate commerce 
laws the sum of $500,000, to be expend- 
ed tinder the 'direction of the attorney 
general in the employment of special 
counsel and agents in the department 
of justice to conduct proceedings and 
prosecutions nnder said laws in the 
courts of the United States. 


Public Land and Postal Frauds. 


I now recommend, as a matter of 


the utmost importance and urgency, 
the extension of the purposes of this 
appropriation, so that it may be avail- 
able, under the direction of the attor- 
ney general and until used, for the due 
enforcement of the laws of tbe United 
States in general and especially of the 
civil and criminal laws relating to pub- 
lic landa and the laws relating to postal 
crimes and offenses and the subject of 
naturalization. 
Recent 
investigations 


have shown a deplorable state of af- 
fairs in these three matters of vital 
concern. By various frauds and by 
forgeries and perjuries thousands of 
acres of tlie public domain, embracing 
lands of different character and ex- 
tending through various sections of 
tbe country, have been dishonestly ac- 
quired. It is hardly necessary to urge 
the importance of recovering these dis- 
honest acquisitions, stolen from the 
people, and of promptly and duly pun- 
ishing the offenders. 
I speak In an- 


other part of tbis message of the wide- 
spread crimes by which tbe sacred 
right of citizenship Is fsilscly asserted 
and that "inestimable heritage" per- 
verted to base ends. By similar means 
—that Is, through frauds, forgeries and 
perjuries and by shameless briberies— 
the laws relating to the proper conduct 
of tlie public service in general and to 
the due administration of the postofflce 
department have been notoriously vio- 
lated, and many Indictments have been 
found, and the consequent prosecutions 
are In course of hearing or on tbe eve 
thereof. For tho reasons thus indicat- 
ed and so that the government may be 
prepared to enforce promptly and with 
the greatest effect the due penalties 
for such violations of law and to this 
end may be furnished with sufficient 
instrumentalities and competent legal 
assistance for the Investigations and 
trials which will be necessary at many 
different points of the country 1 urge 
upon the congress the necessity of mak- 
ing the said appropriation available 
for Immediate use for all such pur- 
poses, to be expended under the direc- 
tion of the attorney general. 


Steps have been taken by the state 


department looking to the making of 
bribery an extraditable offense with 
foreign powers. The need of more ef- 
fective treaties covering this crime is 
manifest. Tbe exposures and prosecu- 
tions of official corruption In St. Louis 
and other cities and states have result- 
ed In a number of givers and takers of 
bribes becoming fugitives in foreign 
lands. Bribery hns not been included 
in extradition treaties heretofore, aa 
the necessitj' for it has not arisen. 
While tliofc u:ny Imvc been as much 
official corruption in former years. 
there has been more developed and 
brought to light in tlie immediate past 
than in the preceding century of our 
country's history.'.. It should be the 
poMcy of the United States to leave no 
place on earth where a corrupt man 
fleeing from this country can rest In 
peace. There Is'no reason why bribery 
should not be Included in all treaties 
as extraditable. The recent amended 
treaty wltb Mexico, whereby this crime 
\v:is put in tlio list of extraditable of- 
foi:;'.;^. 
li:is established 
a salutary 
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a saved trust has been reposed who 
sells1 it for his own gain and enrich- 
ment, and no less heavy is the offense 
of the bribe giver. He is worse than 
the thief, for the thief robs the indi- 
vidual, while the corrupt official plun- 
ders an entire city or state. He is as 
wicked as the murderer, for the mur- 
derer may only take one life against 
the law, while the corrupt official and 
the man who corrupts the official alike 
aim at the assassination of the common- 
wealth itself. Government of the peo- 
ple, 
by the people, for the people will 


perish from the face of the earth if 
bribery is tolerated. 
The givers and 


takers of bribes stand on an evil pre- 
eminence of infamy. 


Punishment of Public Corruption. 
The exposure aud punishment of 


public corruption is an honor to a na- 
tion, not a disgrace. 
The shame lies 


in toleration, not in correction. No city 
or state, still less the nation, can be 
injured by the enforcement of law. As 
long as public plunderers when detect- 
ed can find a haven of refuge in any 
foreign land and avoid punishment, 
just so long encouragement is given 
them to continue their practices. If 
we fail to do all that in us lies to 
stamp out corruption we cannot es- 
cape our share of responsibility for the 
guilt. Tlie first requisite of successful 
•elf government fs unflinching enforce- 
ment of the law and the cutting out of 
corruption. 


For several years past the rapid de- 


velopment of Alaska and the establish- 
ment of growing American interests in 
regions theretofore unsurveyed and 
imperfectly known brought into prom- 
inence the urgent necessity of a prac- 
tical demarcation of the boundaries be- 
tween the jurisdictions of the United 
States qnd Great Britain. Although 
the trenty of 1325 between Great Brit- 
ain and Russia, the provisions of which 
were copied in the treaty of 18G7, 
whereby Russia conveyed Alaska to 
the United States, was positive as to 
the control, flrst by Russia and later 
by the United States, of a strip of ter- 
ritory along the continental mainland 
from the western shore of Portland 
canal to Mount St. Ellas, following 
and surrounding the indentations of 
the coast and including the islands to 
the westward, its description of the 
landward margin of the strip was in- 
definite, resting on the supposed ex- 
istence of a continuous ridge or range 
of mountains skirting the coast, as 
figured in the charts of the early navi- 
gators. 
It had at no time been possi- 


ble for either party in interest to lay 
down, under tie authority of the trea- 
ty, a line so obviously exact according 
to its provisions as to command the 
assent of the other. For nearly three 
fourths of a century the absence of 
tangible local interests demanding the 
exercise of positive jurisdiction on ei- 
ther side of the border left tbe question 
dormant 
In 1878 questions of reve- 


nue administration on the Stlkino river 
led to the establishment of a provision- 
al demarcation, crossing the channel 
between two high peaks on either side 
about twenty-four miles above the riv- 
er mouth. In 1890 similar questions 
growing out of the extraordinary de- 
velopment of mining interests in the 
region about the head of Lynn canal 
brought about a temporary modus vi- 
vendl, by which a convenient separa- 
tion was made at the watershed di- 
vides of the White and Chilkoot passes 
and to the north of Klukwan, on the 
Klebinl river. These partial and tenta- 
tive adjustments could not, in the very 
nature of things, be satisfactory or 
lasting. 
A permanent disposition of 


the matter became imperative. 


Alaskan Boundary. 


After unavailing attempts to reach 


an understanding through a joint high 
commission, followed by prolonged ne- 
gotiations conducted in an amicable 
spirit, a convention between the United 
States and Great Britain was signed 
Jan. 24,1903,'providing for an examina- 
tion of the subject by a mixed tribunal 
of six members, three oa a side, with, a 
view to its until disposition. Ratifica- 
tions were exchanged on Slarch 3 last, 
whereupon the- two governments ap- 
pointed their respective members. Those 
on behalf of the United States were 
Elihu Boot, secretary of war; Henry 
Cabot Lodge, a sanator of the United 
States, and George Turner, an ex-sena- 
tor of the United States, while Great 
Britain named the Right Hon. Lord 
Alverstone, lord chief justice of Eng- 
land; Sir Louis Amable Jette, K. C. -\[. 
G., retired judge of tbe supremo court 
of Quebec, and A. B. Ayleswortli. K. 
C., of Toronto. This trlbua.il met hi 
London on Sept. 3 under the presidency 
of Lord Alverstone. Tho proceedings 
were expeditious and marked by si 
friendly anil .conscientious spirit. The 
respective cases, counter cases and ar- 
::Mments presented the issues clearly 
siiul fully. On the 20th ot October a 
majority of tho tribunal reached and 
signed sin agreement on all the ques- 
tions submitted by the terms of the 
convention. 


By this award the right of the United 


States to the control of a continuous 
strip or border of the mainland shore 
skirting all the tidewater inlets and 
llnuosities of the coast Is confirmed, the 
entrance to Portland canal, concerning 
Which legitimate doubt appeared, is de- 
fined as passing by Tongnss inlet and 
to the northwestward of Wales and 
Pefirse islands; a line Is drawn from 
the head of Portland canal to the fifty- 
sixth degree of north latitude, and the 
Interior border line of tlin strip Is fixctl 
by lines cniiuoc'llitj; (".'rtain mountain 
summits lyln;; lisMwopn' Portland canal 
nncl Jlouiit Si, Kl::ir. ami ninnius alontf 
the r:jost i!f !l:r divide''soiwrutliis ;•'.>• ! 
const slept1 fmi:i llu' inlaiHi watprsliwl ; 
at the only, part of the frontier wheru i 
the drainage ridge approaches the j 


coast within the distance of ten marine 
leagues stimulated by-the treaty «8 tb« 
extreme width of the strip around the 
heads of Lynn canal and its branches. 


While the lino so traced follows tbe 


provisional demarcation of 1878 at the 
crossing of tbe Stilcine river and that 
of 1899 at the summits of the White 
and Cbilltoot passes, it. runs much far- 
ther inland from the Kleuiui than the 
temporary line of the later modus vi- 
vend! and leaves the entire mining dis- 
trict of the Porcupine river and Glacier 
creek within the jurisdiction of th« 
United States. 


The result was satisfactory^ in everf 


•way. It is of-great material advantage 
to our people in the far northwest. It 
has removed from tbe field of discus- 
sion nnd possible danger a question lia-' 
ble to become more acutely accentuated 
with each passing year. Finally it haa 
furnished a signal proof of the fairness 
and good will with which two friendly 
nations can approach aud determine 
issues involving national sovereignty, 
and by their nature incapable of sub- 
mission to a third power for adjudica- 
tion. 


The award is self executing on the 


vital points. 
To make it effective sis 


regards the others it only remains for 
the two governments to appoint each 
on its own bebaif one or more scien- 
tific experts, who shall with all con- 
venient speed proceed together to lay 
down the boundary line in accordance 
with the decision of the majority of 
the tribunal. I recommend that the* 
congress make adequate provision for 
the appointment, compensation and ex- 
penses of the members to ssrve on this 
Joint boundary commission on the part 
of the United States. 


Claims Against Venezuela. 


It will be remembered that daring 


the second session of the last congress 
Great Britain, Germany and Italy 
formed an alliance for the purpose ot 
blockading the ports of Venezuela and 
using such other means of pressure as 
would secure a settlement of claims 
due, 
as they alleged, to certain of their 


subjects. 
Their employment of force 


for the collection of these claims was 
terminated by an agreement brought 
about through the offices of the diplo- 
matic representatives of the United 
States at Caracas and the government 
at Washington, thereby ending a situ- 
ation which was bound to cause in- 
creasing friction and which jeoparded 
the peace of the continent Under this 
agreement Venezuela agreed to set 
apart a certain percentage of the cus- 
toms receipts of two of her ports to be 
applied to the payment of whatever ob- 
ligations- might be ascertained by 
mixed commissions appointed for that 
purpose to be due from her not only to 
the three powers already mentioned, 
whose proceedings against her had re- 
sulted in a state of war, but also to tho 
United States, France, Spain, Belgium, 
the Netherlands, Sweden and Norway 
and Mexico, who had not employed 
force for the collection of the claims 
alleged to be due to certain of their 
citizens. 


A demand was then made by the so 


called blockading powers that tbe sums 
'ascertained to be due to their citizens 
by such mixed commissions should be 
accorded payment in full before any- 
thing was paid upon the claims of any. 
of the so called peace powers. Vene- 
zuela, on the other band, insisted that 
all her creditors should be paid upon a 
basis of exact equality. Dunns the ef- 
forts to adjust this dispute It was sug- 
gested by tbe powers in Interest that it 
should be referred to me for decision, 
but I was clearly of the opinion, that a 
far wiser course would be to submit 
the question to the permanent court of 
arbitration at The Hague. It seemed to 
me to offer an admirable opportunity to 
advance the practice of the peaceful 
settlement of disputes between nations 
and to secure for The Hague tribunal « 
memorable increase of its practical Im- 
portance. The nations interested in the 
controversy were so numerous and In 
many instances so powerful as to make 
it evident that beneficent results would 
follow from their appearance at the 
same time before the bar of that augnst 
tribunal of peace. 


Our hopes in that regard have been 


renliiwd. Russia and Austria are rep- 
resented in the persons of the learned 
and distinguished jurists who compose 
the tribunal, while Great Britain, Ger- 
many. France, Spain, Italy, Belgium, 
the Netherlands, Sweden and Norway, 
afexico, the United States and Venezu- 
ela are represented by their respective 
agents and counsel. Such an Imposing 
concourse of nations presenting their 
nrguments to and invoking the decision 
of that high court of internatloMl jus- 
tice and international peace can hardly 
fall to secure a like submission of many 
future controversies. The nations now 
appearing there will find it far easier 
to appear there a second time, while no 
nation can imagine its just pride will 
be lessened by following the example 
now presented. This triumph of the 
principle of international arbitration is 
a subject of warm congratulation and 
offers a happy augury for the peace ot 
the world. 


International Arbitration, 


There seems good ground for the be- 


lief that tbsro lias beejj a real growth 
among the civilized nations of a senti- 
ment which will permit a gradual sub- 
stitution of other methods than the 
method of war in the settlement of dis- 
putes." It is not pretended that as yet 
we are nesir a position in which it will 
be possible wholly to prevent war or 
that a just regard for national interest 
and honor will in nil cases permit of 
th« settlement of international disputes 
by arbitration, but by a mixture of pru- 
dence and firmness \viiii wisdom-w* 
think it is possible to do away with 
much of tho provocation r.iul excuse 
I'or war and, at lonst in iv.any cases, to 
substitute some other :>.ml mure rational 
method for the sottlr»!'.M!t of dispute*.

This purpose can probably 
best bo accomplished by an inte.fna- 
tionul iigro.-ment to regard all private 
property ut sea as cxumpt from cap- 
ture or destruction by the forces ot 


powers. The United States 


government bus for numy yi-ars ad- 
vocated this humane and beneficent 
principle aud is now in a position to 
recommend it to oluor powers without 
the Imputation of selllsh motives. 
I 


therefore suggest for your considera- 
tion that the executive be authorized 
to correspond with the governments of 
the principal maritime powers with a 
view of incorporating: into the perma- 
nent law of civilized nations the prin- 
ciple of the exemption of ail private 
property at sen not contraband of war 
from capture or destruction hy bel- 
ligerent powers." 


I cordially renew this recommenda- 


tion. 
Exemption of Private Property at Sea. 


The supreme court, speaking on Dec. 
II, 1809, through Peckham. J., said: 


"It is, wo think, historically accurate 


to any -that this government has al- 
ways been in its views araoug the 
most advanced of the governments of 
the world lu favor of mitigating, as to 
nil noncorabatauts, the hardships and 
horrors of war. To accomplish that 
object it has always advocated those 
rules which would In most cases do 
away with the right to capture the 
private properly of an enemy on the 
high seas." 


I advocate this as a matter of hu- 


manity and morals. 
It Is anachronis- 


tic when private property is respected 
on land that it should not be respected 
nt s«a. Moreover, it should be borne 
in mind that shipping represents, in- 
ternationally speaking, a much more 
generalised species of private property 
than is the cose with ordinary proper- 
ty on land—that is, property found at 
sea is much le<ss apt than is the case 
with property found on land really to 
belong to any one nation. Dnder the 
modern system of corporate ownership 
the flag of a vessel often differs from 
the flag which would mark the nation- 
ality of the real ownership and money 
control of the vessel, and the cargo 
may belong to individuals of yet a dif- 
ferent nationality. 
Much American 


capital is now invested in foreign ships, 
and among foreign nations it often 
happens that the capital of one is large- 
ly invested in the shipping of another. 
Furthermore, as a practical matter it 
may be mentioned that, while commerce 
destroying may cause serious loss and 
great annoyance, it cun never be more 
than a subsidiary factor in bringing to 
terms a resolute t'oo. This is now well 
recognized by all of our naval experts. 
The fighting ship, not the commerce 
destroyer, is the vessel whose fonts add 
renown to n nation's history and es- 
tablish her place among the great pow- 
ers of the world.

oils. For the year under consideration 
the excess of expenditures over receipts \ 
on account of the consular service ! 
amountod to JfSCU 25.12 as against .$00,- j 
OT2.:>0 for tlie year ending June 30, 
1902, and 8147,040.30 for the year end- 
leg June- 30, 1901. This is the best 
showing in this respect for the consular- 
service for the past fourteen-years, and 
the reduction in the cost of tlie service 
tt> the government has been made in 
spite of the fact that the expenditures 
for the year in question were more than 
$20,000 greater than for the previous 
year. 


Rural Free Delivery Service. 


The rural free delivery service baa 


been steadily extended. 
The attention 


of the congress is asked to the question 
of the compensation of the letter car- 
riers and clerks engaged in the postal 
service, especially on the new rural 
free delivery routes. More routes have 
been installed since the 1st of July 
last than in any like period in the de- 
partment's history. 
While a due re- 


gard to economy must be kept in. mind 
In the establishment of new routes, yet 
the extension of the rural free delivery 
system must be continued for reasons 
of sound public policy. 
No govern- 


mental movement of recent years has 
resulted in greater immediate benefit 
to the people of the country districts. 
Rural free delivery, taken in connec- 
tion with the telephone, the bicycle and 
the trolley, accomplishes much toward 
lessoning the isolation of farm life and 
making it brighter and more attractive. ' 
In the immediate past the Jack of Just 


j such facilities as these has 
driven 


many of the more active and restless 
young men and women from the farms 
to the cities, for they rebelled at lone- 
liness and lack of mental companion- 
ship. It is unhealthy and undesirable 
for the cities to grow at the expense of : 
the country, and rural free delivery is 1 
not only a good thing in itself, but is 
good because it is one of the causes 
which check this unwholesome tenden- 
cy toward the urban concentration of 
our population at the expense of the 
country districts. It, is for the same 
reason that we sympathize with and 
approve of the policy of building good 
roads. The movement for good roads 
is one fraught with the greatest benefit 
to the country districts. 


I trust that the congress will con- 


tinue to favor in.all proper ways the 
Louisiana Purchase exposition. This 
exposition commemorates the Louisi- 
ana purchase, which was the first great 
step in the expansion which -made us a 
continental nation. The expedition of 
Lewis and Clark across the continent 
followed thereon and marked the be- 
ginning of the process of exploration 
and colonization which thrust our na- 
tional boundaries to the Pacific. 
The 


acquisition of the Oregon country, in- 
cluding the present states of Oregon 
and Washington, was a fact of 1m- 
mi'nse importance in our history, first 


coast Attention should be paid to the 
needs of the Alaska Indiana. Provision 
should br> made for an officer, with dep- 
uties. ;-]i .-.hilly their needs, relieve tjjeir 
immboi.^; wants and help .them adapt 
tlieinsc'ivi'.-i to the new conditions. 


The coiumLssiqn appointed to Investi- 


gate during the season of 1903 the con- 
dition aud needs of the Alaskan salmon 
fisheries IMS finished its work in the 
field and is preparing a detailed report 
thereon. A preliminary report reciting 
the measures immediately required for 
the protection and preservation ol tbe 
salmon industry has already been sub- 
mitted to the secretary of commerce 
and labor for his attention and for the 
needed action.

The Philippines and Porto Rico. 


Of our insitlar possessions tbe Phil- 


ippines nnd rorlo Rico it is gratifying 
to say that their steady progress has 
been such as to make it unnecessary to 
spend much time in discussing them, 
yet the congress should ever keep in 
mind that a peculiar obligation rests 
upon us to further in every way the 
welfare of these communities. 
The 


Philippines should be Unit closer to us 
by tariff arrangements. 
It would of 


course be impossible suddenly to raise 
the people of the islands to the high 
pitch of industrial prosperity and of 
governmental efficiency to which they 
will In tlie end by degrees attain, and 
the caution and moderation shown in 
developing them have been among the 
main reasons why this development 
bus hitherto gone on so smoothly. Scru- 
pulous care bag been, taken in the 
choice of governmental agents and the 
entire elimination of...partisan politics 
from the public service, The condition 
of the islanders is ja material things 
far.better than ever before, while tbeir 
governmental, intellectual and moral 
advance, biis kept pace with their ma- 
terial advance. 
No one people ever 


benefited another people more than we 
have benefited the Filipinos by taking 
possession of the islands. - . 


The cash receipts of the general land 


office for the last fiscal year were $11,- 
024,743.65, an increase of $4,702,816.47 
over the preceding year. Of this sum 
approximately $8,461,493 will go to the 
credit ot the fund for the reclamation 
of arid land, making the total of this 
fnnd up to the 30th of June, 1903, ap- 
proximately $16,191,836. 


A gratifying disposition has been 


evinced by those having unlawful in- ! 
closures of public land to remove their, 
fences. 
Nearly 2,000,000 acres so in- j 


closet! have been thrown open on de- j as 
mand. In bn,t comparatively few cases 
has-'it b'een necessary to go into court 
to accomplish this purpose. This work 
Tvil) be vigorously prosecuted until all 
unlawful inclosures have been removed. 
Public Land Laws Revision Necessary. 


Experience has shown that in the 


western states themselves, as well as 
In the rest of the country, there is 
widespread conviction that certain of 
the public land laws and the resulting 
administrative practice no longer meet 
the present needs. The character and 
uses of the remaining- public hinds 
differ widely from those of the public 
lands wbic'b -congress'had especially 
in view when these.laws were passed. 
The rapidly increasing rate of disposal 
of the public lands is:not followed by 
a corresponding, increase in home build- 
ing. There is a tendency to muss in 
large holdings public lands, especially 
timber and grlnzing lands, and thereby, 
to retard settlement. I renew and em- 
phasize - my. 'recommendation of last j 
year that so, far as they are available j 
for agriculture in its broadest sense 
and to whatever extent they may be , 
reclaimed under the national irriga- 
tion law the remaining public lands 
should be held rigidly for tlie tome 
builder. The attention of the congress 
is especially directed to tlie timber find 
stone law, the desert land law and . 


The work of reclamation of the arid 


lands of the west is progressing stead- 
ily and satisfactorily under the term* 
of tlie law setting aside the proceeds 
from the disposal of public lands. .The 
corps of engineers known as the recla- 
mation service, which is conducting the 
surveys and examinations, has been 
thoroughly organized, especial pains be- 
ing taken to secure under the civil scrv- 
iceirnies a body of skilled, experienced 
and efficient men. Surveys nnd exami- 
nations are progressing throughout tue 
arid states rtnd territories, plans for re- 
claiming works being prepared and 
passed upon by boards of engineers be- 
fore approval by the secretary of the 
-Interior. In Arizona and Nevada, in lo- 
calities- where such work is pre-emi- 
nently needed, construction has already 
been begun. In other parts of the arid 
west various projects are well advanced 
toward the drawing up.of contracts, 
these being delayed In part by necessi- 
ties of,reaching agreements or under- 
standing as regards rights of way or 
acquisition of real estate. Most of the 
works contemplated for construction 
are of national Importance, Involving 
Interstate questions or the securing of 
stable, self supporting communities in 
the midst of vast tracts of vacant land. 
The nation as a whole is of course the 
gainer by the creation of these homes, 
adding as they do to the wealth and 
stability of the country and furnishing 
a honie market for. the products of the 
east and south. The reclamation law, 
while perhaps not ideal, appears at 
present to answer the larger needs for 
which it Is designed. Further legisla- 
tion is not recommended until tie ne- 
ce£s,ities. of change are more apparent. 


Preservation of Forests. 


The study of the opportunities ol 


reclamation of the vast extent of arid 
land shows that whether this reclama- 
tion is done by Individuals, corpora- 
tions or the state, the sources of wa- 
ter supply must be effectively protect- 
ed'and the reservoirs guarded by the 
preservation of the forests at the bead- 
waters of the streams. The:ehgineers 
making the preliminary 'examinations' 
continually emphasize this'need andr 
urge that the remaining public lands 
at the headwaters of the important 
streaaas of the west be reserved to iu- 
Bure permanency of water supply for 
irrigation. Much progress in 'forestry 
has been made during the- past year. 
The n'ecessity for perpetuating our for- 
est resources, whether in public or 
private haiitls, is recognized now as 
never before. 


Tbe demand for forest reserves has 


become insistent in the w< 4 because 
the west must use the water wood and 
summer range which onl5 such re- 
serves can supply. Progressive lum- 
bermen are striving through forestry 
to give their business permanence. Oth- 
er great business interests are awaken- 
ing to the need of forest preservation 


a business matter. 
The' govcrn- 


fflenft forest 'work should receive from 
the congress hearty support and espe- 
cially1 Support adequate for the protec- 
tion of the forest reserves against fire. 
The forest reserve policy of the gov- 
ernment has passed beyond the experi- 
mental stage and has reached a condi- 
tion where scientific methods are es- 
sential to its successful prosecution. 
Tbe administrative features of forest 
reserves are at present unsatisfactory, 
being divided between three bureau? of 
two departments. It- is therefore rec- 
ommended that all matters pertaining 
to forest reserves, except those Involv- 
ing or pertaining to land titles, be con- 
solidated In the bureau of forestry of 
tbe department of agricultures 


The cotton growing states have re-

During 


the fiscal year ending July 1, 1003, the 
bureau settled 251,082 claims, an aver- 
age of 825 claims for each working day 
of tbe year. The number of settlements 
since July 1, 1903,- ua» been in excess 
of last year's average, approaching 
1.000 claims for each working day, and 
It Is believed that the work of the bu- 
reau will be current at the close of tbe 
present fiscal year. 


Extension of Civil Service Rulea. 
Dnrlng the year ended June 30 last 


25,506 persons were appointed through 
competitive examinations under the 
civil service rules. This was 12,072 
more than during the preceding year 
and 40 per cent of those who passed 
the 
examinations. 
This 
abnormal 


growth was largely occasioned by the 
extension of classification to the rural 
free delivery service and the appoint- 
ment last year of over 9,000 rural car- 
riers. A revision of the civil service 
rules took effect on April 15 last which 
has greatly improved their operation. 
The completion of the reform of the 
civil service is recognized by good citi- 
zens everywhere as a matter of tbe 
highest public importance, and the suc- 
cess of the merit system largely de- 
pends upon the effectiveness of the 
rules and the machinery provided for 
their enforcement, A very gratifying 
spirit of friendly co-operation exists in 
all the departments of the government 
In the enforcement and uniform ob- 
servance of both the letter and spirit 
:of the civil service act. Executive or- 
ders of July 3, 1902; Marcb 2G, 1903, 
and July 8, 1903, require that appoint- 
ments of all unclassified laborers, both 
In tbe departments at Washington and 
' in the field service, shall be made with 
the assistance of tbe United States 
civil service commission under a sys- 
tem of registration to test the relative 
fitness of applicant's for appointment 
or employment This system is com- 
petitive and is open to all citizens of 
tbe United States qnallfred in respect 
to age, physical ability, moral char- 
acter, industry and adaptability for 
manual labor, except that in case of 
veterans of the civil war the element of 
age is omitted. This system of ap- 
pointment is distinct from the classified 
service and does not classify positions 
of mere laborer under the civil service 
act and rules. Regulations in aid there- 
of have been put in operation in sev- 
eral of the departments and are being 
gradually extended 1n other parts of 
tlie srrvfce. The results bnvo been very 
satisfactory, as extravagance has been 
cheotfd by decreasing the number of 
unnecessary positions and by increas- 
ing the efficiency of the employees re- 
maining. 


District of Columbia Charities. 


The congress as tlie result of a thor- 


ough Investigation of the charities and 
reformatory institutions in the District 
of Columbia, by a joint select commit- 
tee of the two houses which made its 
report In March, 1808* created in the 
act approved June 6, 1900. a board of 
charities for the District of Columbia, 
to consist of five residents of the Dis- 
trict, appointed by the president of the 
United States, by and with the advice 
;and consent of the senate, each for a 
;term of three years, to serve without 
.compensation. President McKlnley ap- 
pointed five men who bad been active 
and prominent In the public charities 
of Washington, all of whom upon tak- 
ing office July 1, 1900, resigned from 
the different charities with which they 
had been connected. The members of 
»the board have been reappointed in suc- 
cessive years. The board serves under 
the commissioners of the District of 
Colombia. 
The board gave its first 


year to a careful aud impartial study 
of the special problems before It and 
has continued that study every year 
In tbe light of the best practice In pub- 
lic charities elsewhere.

It provides 
not only for the ordinary rights and 
privileges of diplomatic nnd consular 
officers, but also for an important ex- 
tension of oar commerce by increased 
facility of access to Chinese ports and 
;for the relief of trade by the removal 
of some of tl»' obstacles which have 
embnrraased.it in. the iiust. The Clil-

utmost Importance to the people. The 
forests if properly guarded will form 
another great source of wealth.

In my last annual messnse the at-

The Army. 


The effect of tbe laws providing a

of our army in recent years.

schools as those erected at Fort Leaven- 
worth and Fort Rll«y and the institu- 
tion of fall maneuver work accomplish 
satisfactory results. The good effect 
of these maneuvers upon the national 
guard is marked, and ample appropria- 
tion should be made to enable the 
guardsmen of the several states to 
share In the benefit. The government 
should as soon as possible secure suit- 
able permanent camp sites for military 
maneuvers In tbe various sections of 
the country. The service thereby ren- 
dered not only to the regular army, 
but to the national guard of the rev- 
era! itatn, will b* so ffnwt at to rtpay 
many toes over tbe relatively small 
expenso.

diocrity over excellence. On thi other 
baud, a cysteu which encouraged the 
exercise of sor-ial or political favorit- 
ism in promotions would be even worse. 
But It would surely be easy to devi»e 
a method of promotion-, from grade to 
grade la which the opinion of Uie high- 
er officers of the *ervlce upon the can- 
didates should be decisive upon the 
standing aud promotion of the latter. 
Just such a system now obtains at , 
West Point. The quality of each year's 
work determines tlie standing of that 
year's class, the man being dropped or 
graduated Into the next' clusa til the 
relative position which bis military (su- 
periors decide to be warranted by his 
merit In other words, ability, energy, 
fidelity nnd all other similar qualities 
determine the rank of a maa year aft- 
er year in West Point and his standing 
in the army when be graduates from 
West Point, but from that time on all 
effort to find which man Is best or 
worst, and reward or punish him ac- 
cordingly, Is abandoned. No brillian- . 
cy, no amount of hard work, no eager- 
ness lu the performance of duty, can 
advance him, and no slackness or in- 
difference that falls short of a court 
martial offense can retard him. Until 
this system Is changed we ciinnot hop* 
that our officers will be of as high 
grade as we have a right to espect, 
considering tbe material upon which 
we draw. Moreover, when a man ren- 
ders sucli service as Captain Pershlag 
rendered last spring In tbe Moro cam- 
paign it ought to be possible to reward 
him without at once jumping him to 
tbe grade of brigadier general. 


The Navy. 


Shortly after the enunciation of that 


famous principle of American foreign 
policy now known as the Monroe doc- 
trine I'resident Monroe in a special 
message to congress on Jan. 30, 1&24, 
spoke as follows: "Tue navy is the arm 
from which our government will al- 
ways derive most aid in support of 
our * * * rights. Every power engaged 
.in war will know the strength of our 
naval power, the number of our ships 
of each class, their condition, and the 
promptitude with which we may bring 
them into service, aud »-ili pay due 
consideration to that argume.it." 


I heartily congratulate the congress 


upon the steady progress i:i building 
up the American uuvy. 
We cannot 


afford a let-up in this great work. Tp 
stand still weuiis to go back. Tberv 
should be no cessation in adding to to* 
effective units of the lighting strength 
of the fleet Meanwhile ihe navy tle- 
partment and the ollicurs uf the navy 
are doing well their part by providing 
constant service at sea under condi- 
tions akin to those of actual warfar*. 
Our officers and enlisted men »r» 
learning to handle tbe battleships, 
cruisers and torpedo hosts with high, 
efficiency lu Beet and squadron forma- 
tions, and the standard of marksman- 
ship is being steadily raised. The best 
work ashore is indispensable, but tJi» 
highest duty of a naval officer is to ex- 
ercise command at sea. 


The establishment of a naval base in 


the Philppines ought not to be longer 
postponed. Such a base is desirable in 
time of peace; in time of war it would 
be indispensable ana its lack would be 
ruinous. Without it our fleet would be 
helpless. Our naval experts are agreed 
that Sublg bay is the proper place for 
the purpose. The national interests re- 
quire that the work of fortification and 
development of a naval station at So- 
big bay be begun at an early date, for 
under the beet conditions it is a work 
which will consume much time. 


It is emineutiy desirable, however; 


that there should be provided a naval 
general staff ou liucs similar to those 
of the general staff lately created for 
the aruiy. 
Within the navy depart- 


ment itself the needs of the service 
have brought about a system under 
which the duties of a general stuff ars 
partially performed, for She bureau at 
navigation bus under its direction tlw 
war college, the oBice of naval intelli- 
gence and the board of inspection alM* 
has been In close touch with the gen- 
eral board of the navy. But though 
under tlie excellent officers at their 
bead these boards und bureau* do gouA 
work they have not the authority of a 
general stuff and have not safflclent 
scope to insure a proper readiness Ast. 
emergencies. 
We need the establish 


ment by law Qf a body of trained ctsV 
cers who shall exercise a systematsi 
control of the military affairs of the 
navy nud be authorized advisers of tit* 
secretary concerning if. 


Isthmian Canal. 


By the act of June 28, 1902, the co» 


gress authorized the president to ent« 
into treaty with Colombia for tfos) 
building of the canal across the Isth- 
mus of Panama, It being provided that 
In the event of failure to secure suck 
treaty after the lapse of a reasonable 
time recourse should be had to building 
n canal through Nicaragua. It big uot 
been necessary to consider this alter- 
native, as I am enabled to lay before 
the senate a treaty providing for the 
building of the canal across the istb- 
mus of Panama. This was the route 
which commanded itself to tbe d«lr> 
erate judgment of tbe congress, and 
we can now acquire by treaty the right 
to construct the canal over this rente. 
The question now. therefore, is not by 
which route the Isthmian cannl shall 
be built, for that question has been 
definitely 
and 
irrevocably 
decided.

ALL EQUAL BEFORE THE LAW. 
Chicago Inter-Ocean: "No man is 


above the law and no man is below it; 
nor do we ask any man's permission 
when we require him to obey it. Obedi- 
ence to the law is demanded as a right; 
not asked as a fovor." 


With these words in his message to 


congress: the president defines his pol- 
icy in dealing with the problems of or- 
ganized capital and organized labor. The 
meaning of the definition none can mis- 
take.

At one time and another the presi- 


dent's duty has compelled him tb do 
things that have been censured, now as 
hostile to capital, then as hostile to la- 
bor. There has been and is in his pur- 
poses, as defined by himself, and in his 
acts, when dispassionately viewed, 
no 


hostility to any right or legitimate in- 
terest of either capital or labor. 


His hostility has been to men and or- 


ganizations which were or seemed to be 
trying to override or evade the law, be- 
cause they found it in the way of their 
own desires. That hostility is righteous, 
and every right-thinking American must 
share it with the president. 


The foundation of American govern- 


ment—the basic ideal of American civili- 
ization—is the equality of all citizens 
before the law. Without such equality 
there is safety for neither capital nor 
labor, for neither poverty 
nor richos. 


Without the liberty thut results only 
from strict and impartial enforcement of 
law no citizen or group of citizens can 
prosper permanently.

Colombian Army, It is Believed 


is Obeying Instructions ot 


Commander. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 10.—Cablegrams 


received today by Gen. Reyes, the Col- 
ombian minister,,and by Dr. Herran, the 
Colombian secretary of legation, are pa- 
cific in tenor and the officials of the Col- 
ombian legation are inclined to believe 
that the Colombian people are obeying 
the formal instructions of Gen. Reyes, 
their commandcr-in-chicf, who, before 
leaving his country, issued an order that 
no hostile movement was to be made 
against the United States or Panama 
pending toe completion of his mission. 


Secretary Hay's illness has prevented 


a conference between the secretary and 
the Colombian minister this week, but 
upon Mr. Hay's return to the state de- 
partment Gen. Reyes expects to see him, 
and the chances are the general's mission 
will be concluded very soon thereafter. 
Gen. Reyes had cabled the Bogota gov- 
ernment setting forth very 
explicitly 


the true situation here. He has not at- 
tempted iu his advices to cloak the fact 
that there is no hope of prevailing on 
the United States to retrace its steps on 
the isthmus. The only possible result 
General -tleyes could bring about here, 
as he has officially informed the Bogota 
government, would be the securing of 
satisfactory peace terms with the new 
republic. 


Pan-American diplomats say that with 


the departure of Gei). Reyes from Wash- 
ington they expect the Colombia legation 
to remain closed for an indefinite per- 
iod. 


MAY .MAKE TROUBLE. 


PARIS, Dec. 10.—Considerable appre- 


hension is beginning to be felt in official 
quarters here' over the results of the 
anti-Panama^ campaign which is under- 
stood to have the personal 
sympathy 


and direction of president ;Marroquin of 
Colombia. The'-purpose of tlie move- 
ment seemingly tis to cause a division 
with the Panama company with the view 
to securing a reconsideration of the com- 
pany's favorable course towards 
the 


United States. The officials are hopeful 
of the early ratification of the move- 
ment and consequent avoidance of com- 
plications. 


NO WARSHIP WILL BE SENT 


Unless Further Advices From Atexanclretta 


Make It Necessary. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 10.—Unless the 


state department receives further ad- 
vices from Consul Davis, who had some 
trouble with the police of Alexandretta, 
Asiatic Turkey, which would plaec the 
matter in a more serious light, it is not 
the intention of tlie navy department to 
Bend a vessel to that port. The Mediter- 
ranean fleet at Beirut is now under or- 
ders to proceed with its target practice 
as originally planned, but the movement 
of the fleet toward the West Indies to 
be deferred for a brief period. 


This is interpreted here to mean that 


while the. present understanding is not 
to have one of the ships go to Alexan- 
dretta it has been deemed advisable to 
keep the squsdron in eastern Mediter- 
ranean waters a short time longer for 
any emergency that may arise growing 
out of the Davis affair. The San Fran- 
cisco and Brooklyn soon. iyill leave Bei- 
rut for Port-Said, where they will take 
on a quantity of stores, the supply ship 
Alexander having already arrived there 
M'ith them. '

ARMY OFFICERS RETAINED 


Upp«r House of .Bavarian Diet Kefaoes to 


Dismiss Those Guilty of Ill-Tnat- 


iag Soldiers. 


BERLIN, Dec. 10.—The upper house of 


the Bavarian diet yesterday rejected the 
recent unanimous resolution of the lower 
house demanding the dismissal from the 
army of officers and non-commissioned 
officers found guilty of the 
maltreat- 


ment of the soldiers. 


War Minister Von Asch, who favored 


the resolution in the lower house, chang- 
ed his- attitude in the upper house, de- 
claring that if the non-commissioned of- 
ficers knew they could dissolve their re- 
lations with the army by maltreatment 
of the latter would increase, as ninny of 
the former would regard their dismis- 
sal privilege rather tluin a punishment. 


Another Bavarian commander, General 


Von Fres, declared that the slight pun- 
ishment inflicted by the military courts 
was mainly responsible for the abuses 
complained of.
